RED TAPE IS THE CAUSE. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.]} 

BRUSSELS, April 11.—With millions to his 
eredit in New York, but with no ready cash 
in Brussels, Ralph Brandreth has spent 
twenty days in a Belgian prison after being 
convicted of being a vagrant, of borrowing 
money under false pretenses, and of attempt- 
ing to jump a board bill. He might have 
spent the remainder of the two years to 
which he was sentenced had not the minister 
of justice come to his rescue and unraveled 
the tangle of red tape which resulted in his 
conviction. 

Mr. Brandreth now is receiving the apolo- 
gies of the authorities. These also are being 
extended to Auguste Mathias, private secre- 
tary to Mr. Brandreth, who was arrested and 
convicted on the same charge as his em- . 
ployer, who igs senior partner in the Allcock 
Manufacturing company of New York. 


American Envoy Protests. 

The apologies of the Belgian authorities 
are being hastened by the fact that the 
American legation has taken a hand in the 
affair and ie seeking to find how it ts pos- 
sible that an American can lie in jail for 
twenty days without an opportunity to jus- 
tify himself. 

A temporary shortage of funds was the 
cause of the trouble which befell Mr. Brand- 
reth. Maitre Revelard, counsel of Mr. 
Brandreth, explained that his client, due 
to this shortage, was unable to pay his bill 
at the hotel. The hotelkeeper asked him to 
leave, which he did. The hotelkeeper later 
denounced him to the police and asked his 
detention. 


Hearing Goes Unnoticed. 

Brandreth was arrested on March 17 and 
in apite of protests was sentenced to two 
years imprisonment as @ vagrant. The court 
procéedings passed unnoticed. — 

In ‘the meantime the minister of justice 
eabled to New York to verify his identity, 
but received no reply until today. He then 
immédiately ordered the release of Brandretb 
with apologies. 

The judge who had charge of the case as- 
serts that the fault in the delay Mes with 
the New York authorities While waiting 
for a confirmation of his identity the judge 
gaid Mr. Brandreth was given the most 
benient treatment.

THINK DEPREDATIONS WILL END 


As a result of the arrest of four men late 
yesterday afternoon, three of them being 
taken into custody through strategy, Assist- 
ant Chief of Police Schuettler said late at 
night that he believes ringleaders in a gang 
of supposed labor “‘ sluggers ’’ now are in the 
hands of the police. 

Schuettler believes the men rounded up 
at the Harrison street police station, but 
later released on bonds of $500 each, were 
involved in the chauffeurs’ strike of last 
summer and fal! and later have taken part in 
recent “ sluggings *’ in Chicago labor wars. 

The assistant chief will endeavor to show, 
he says, that they know something of the at- 
tacks on workmen at the Heisen building at 
Harrison and Dearborn streets, as well as 
other structures in course of construction. 


All Men Are Chauffeurs. 

The men arrested are: Joseph Welch, alias 
| Louis Lobéll; Earl Sergeant, Thomas Far- 
rell, and Ralph Clayton. All are chauffeurs. 

For some time Detective Jerry Laughlin 
of Assistant Chief Schuettler’s office has 
been detailed in the downtown district and 
the territory near the loop in an effort to 
run down the “ sluggers " who have waylaid 
workmen, beaten chauffeurs, and in some in- 
stances wrecked automobiles and taxicabs. 

During the afternoon Laughlin saw Weleh 
driving an automobile in the downtown dis- 
trict. He arrested him and had him taken 
to the Harrison street station, meanwhile 
Watching the car to see whether one of 
Welch's friends would not pass that way, 


Traps Second Prisoner. 

His wait was rewarded with the appear- 
ance of Sergeant, and he was arrested. On 
the occasion of this arrest Laughlin went to 
the police station. 

Laughlin was explaining the nature of the 
arrests to the desk sergeant when Farrell 
walked into the station. He had heard, he 
sald, of the arrests of Welch and Sergeant 
and wanted to know whether he could not aid 
them by providing bonds. 

“Well, we will just book you, too, Farrell,” 
paid the detective. 

A little later Clayton came into the station 
on the same errand and he, too, was taken 
Into custody. 


Find Brass Knuckles in Auto. 
The four men were booked on charges of 
assault and battery preferred by John Sissell, 
1311 Foster avenue. 
They were released in the evening on bonds 
of $500 in each case. The surety in each in- 
stance was John W. Kennedy, 844 Waveland 
avenue. 
Following the arrests, the police searched 
the auto driven by Welch and found a pair 
of brass knuckles. They were not given a 
reason for these being in the auto. 
It is said Laughlin has secured a confession 
implicating one of the men arrested with 
the throwing of acid at a woman near the 
Great Northern hotel during the thickest of 
the chauffeurs’ striks 
According to the police, a wrecking crew of 
** sluggers '' made a practice of going about 
the city for months damaging automobiles 
and taxicabs as a result of the strike of 
chauffeurs. 


CHIEF INSPECTOR STUART SAYS 
HE HAS PROOF OF DALY’S THEFT 


Stamp Department Superintendent, Ac- 
cused of $8,500 Steal, Denies Guilt— 
Will Be Given Hearing Today. 


Postoffice Inspector James E. Stuart, who 
investigated the disappearance of $8,500 in 
the wholesale stamp department of the post- 
office, said yesterday that he had positive 
proof that the money was taken by John J. 
Daly, head of the department, who gave 
himself up Monday. 

“When I say we have positive proof I mean 
exactly what I say,’ sald Inspector Stuart. 
“TIT have not even questioned Daly. The 
mdéney was taken deliberately from cash 
sales and was receipted for by Daly.

AMERICAN WAGES 
AMAZE ENGLAND 


Average Declared to Be 130 
Per Cent Above Earnings 
in Great Britain. 


LIVING IS HIGHER HERE. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. | 
LONDON, April 11.—Copites of a report on 
the cost of living in American cities, based 
on inquiries made in twenty-eight repre- 
sentative towns by officials of the British 
board of trade, were circulated in pariia- 
ment this evening. 

The report of 533 pages covers the questions 
of working class housing, retail prices of 
commodities, and rates of wages in the 
I'nited States, compiled for purposes of com- 
parison with the conditions of workers in 
Great Britain and other countries. 

The copclusions reached are: “ The cost 
of food and rent combined is 52 per cent 
greater in the United States than in England 
and Wales, but these heavier relative 
charges on working class. income have been 
accomplished with weekly wages which are 
as 230 to 100.” 


Luxuries in Demand Here. 

The report adds that this ratio of money 
earnings !s more than two and one-fourth 
times as great as in England and Wales, and 
“ makes possible a command of necessaries, 
conveniences, and minor luxuries of life that 
is both nominally and really greater than 
that enjoyed by the corresponding class in 
this country, although the effective margin 
in practice is curtailed by a scale of ex- 
penditure, to some extent necestary and to 
some extent voluntary, adopted in accord- 
ance with the different and higher standard 
of material comfort’ 


Easier to Save in America. 
The report notes that although the habit 
of spending is greater in America than in 
England, and akhough the American is 
naturally more extravagant and great 
wastefulness often results, it is a fact thet 
those who desire to exercise a strength of 
wil} and foresight can save more easily in 
the United States than In England because of 
the larger income 
In the matter of hours the skilled work 
ers in the building trades in America have 
the advantage of about six hours weekly 
compared to the English, and the unskilled 
have an advantage of about 3% hours. 
The American compositor works about 49 
cy, as compared to 52% hours for the 
English compositor, Im the engineering 
trades, on the other hand, American hours 
exceed the English by three hours weekly. 
Those who favor a tariff for Great Britain 
make great capital of the report, claiming 
it ie positive proof of the advantages of pro- 
tection.

x Union to Demand More 
Wages for Members of Orchestra 
and Theater Men. 


Preparations to make demands for {n- 
creased wages for members of the Theodore 
Thomas orchestra and for orchestra mem- 
bers in verious classes of theaters werg 
started yesterday by the Chicago Federa- 
tion of Musicians. A new scaleof prices will 
be formulated by a committee. The reise 
to be demanded will vary from 20 to 30 per

a determination to renominate sitting judges 
or to return to the bench men who had held 
places there until swept out by the Demo- 
cratic landslide of last November. This sen- 
timent, Which won out for Superior Court 
Judges Kavanagh and McSurely and former 
Judges Barnes and Freeman, also gave vic- 
tory to Judge Fitch on the Democratic side, 
in epite of a strong effort to shelve him. 


Contests Over Circuit Court. 

Heated contests among both the Repub- 
lican and Democratic candidates developed 
for the single Circuit court nomination, but 
only on the Republiean side was the result 
close at the finish—between Thomas Taylor 
Jr. and former Municipal Judge McKenzie 
Cleland—the latter apparently being defeated 
by a slight margin that may be overturneg 
on the official canvass. 

The Democratic struggle for this nomina- 
tion proved unexpectedly one sided, as John 
P. McGoorty rolled up nearly a# many votes 
as his principal rivals together—Sigmund 
Zeisler and Dantel G. Ramsay. 

The Democrats and Republicans polled fust 
about the same number of votes each, the 
Democrats having a lead of less than 2,000. 
When the official canvass determines the 
number of “ lost ballots,’’ including those on 
which no Cirouit court candidate received a 
cross, it is probable that 110,000 or more 
voters will have been found to have gone to 
the polls. There was no opposition to the 
Socialist slate of five for the five places, while 
such Prohibitionists as went to the polls were 
obliged to write in the names of their seleow 
tions, none having filed a petition. 


Republican Results. 

In the Republican primary every candidate 
nominated except Thomas Taylor Jr. is a 
resident of the south side, and a goodly pro- 
portion of the 50,000 Republican votes cast 
came from that section of the city. The 
Sixth ward landed two candidates in Judge 
McSurely and Mr. Barnes, the Seventh ward 
captured a single place in former Judge 
Freeman's victory, the Second ward is the 
home of Judge Kavanagh. 

Mr. Taylor, who probably defeated McKen- 
zie Cleland, lives in Hubbard Woods, on the 
north shore. 

Judge Kavanagh easily led the other six- 

teen candidates for Superior court places, with 
Judge McSurely secure in second place. At 
the Bar primary vote their positions were in- 
terchanged. Former Judge Barnes surprised 
many of the politcians by making third 
place after running seventh at the Bar 
primary. Mr. Freeman, last of the victorious 
quartet, was third choice in the lawyers’ 
contest. 
The fight for the Circult court place was 
almist entirely between Mr. Taylor and Mr. 
Cleland, the other candidotes being thou- 
sands of votes behind when the returns 
came in. 


Parole Views Help Cleland. 

Mr. Taylor won the nomization over the 
former Municipal judge by only 400 votes, 
the closest contest of the primary. The final 
figures—seven city precincts were missing In 
the police returns—are expected to make the 
vote still closer. Early night returns indi- 
cated Mr. Cleland’s election, but the final vote 
of the country towns changed the complezion 
of the result. Taytor received 1,000 more 
votes than Cleland in the country precincts, 
Cleland surprised al) of the politicians by 
his big vote; his strength apparently wae due 
to the popularity of his ideas on the paroling 
of adult prisoners. 

Taylor's victory was in keeping with the 
Bar primary vote for him He got a total of 
560 votes at the RBar contest, almost as 
many votes as all the rest of his competitors 
combined. Rep hailed his nomina- 
tion with delight, as he is considered a valua- 
ble addition to the ticket, being a resident 
ofthe country district and counted as good 
bench timber because of his experience as a 
master in “hancery. He was defeated for 


Republican county ticket. 
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Barrett, master in chancery in the Superior 
court, would land one of the plums. | 
ie a Lorimer man and a protégé of Joe Bid- 
will in the Eleventh ward. The Lorimer dis- 
trict in the west side gave him an over- 
whelming vote and the country vote for him 
“was heavy. Coroner Hoffman worked hard 
for Mr. Barrett, who is his personal attorney. 


Hume Close Behind. 

Former Municipal Judge John H. Hume was 
gnother dangerous contender for the final 
#place for the Superior court. Hailing from 
the Twenty-first ward, he bad the backing of 
fhe Busse Republicans and polled a big vote 
thréughout fhe north side wards. Assistant 
Corporation Counse! Robert N. Holt wags the 
third man who ran well up for the nomina- 
tion. His residence in the Seventh ward and 
Hyde Park, where so many candidates came 
from, was a drawback to his candidacy. 

Republicans last night declared that the 
Superior court ticket which was nominated 
could not have been improved upon. Judges 
Kavanagh and McSurely, with their long ex- 
perience on the bench, it is contended, will be 
especially etrong. Former Judges Barnes 
and Freeman also haye occupied the Superior 
court bench, and Mr. Freeman now isa mas- 
ter in chancery, appointed by Judge Richard 
E. Burke, a Democrat, because of his judicial 
ability. Mr. Barnes, before his elevation to 
the bench, saw long service in the office of the 


State's attorney. 


‘No Slate Is Seen. 

Nothing in the nature of a slate was seen in 
yester@ay’s contest. The Deneen wards gave 
@ heavy vote to all of the men nominatd, and 
aside from ward favorites who were candi- 
dates the Busse wards on the north side 
showed a strong vote for the favorites. In 
the west side and Lorimer districts in the 
country Barrett was the one pronounced 
favorite. 

The country districts and towns werestrong 
for the men from the county who were on 
the ticket. Oak Park made an especial ef- 
fort to get out the vote for Andrew J. Red- 
mond for Superior court-judge. Judge Farlin 
Q. Ball, who refused to be a candidate for 
renomination, is a resident of that suburb

In Evanston there were scores of boosters 
for their candidate, George T. Kelly, but out- 
side his home district his vote was Hght. 
Other candidates who were given big compli- 
mentary votes by neighbors and friends were 
Edward A. Dicker, Charles L. Billings, Har- 
vey Strickler, and William L. Reed, Superior 
court candidates, and Arnold Heap, Ninian 
B. Welch, Adolph Marks, and Charles T. 
Farson. Mr. Marks received a big Jewish 
vote im all sections of the city. John D. 
Farrell received much of his vote from the 
labor unlonists, to whom he made direct ap- 
peals in his campaign. 


Position Is Discounted.

His record in the legislature aleo helped him, 
and there were many who recalled his con- 
test for the governorship, where he lost the 
Democratic nomination to former Vice Presi- 
dent Adiai Stevenson. 

In both the Superior and Circuit court con- 
tests there were determined efforts to utilize 


wards on behalf of a slate in which J. M. 
Laventhal, Coburn, Francis S. Wilson, and 
G. J. Tatge were the selections for the Su- 
perlor bench and Ramsay for the Circuit 
bench. 

Of these five the only one to pull through 
was Mr. Coburn, for whom extraordinary 
efforts were made. Robert E. Burke man- 
aged his campaign from Briggs house head- 
quarters adjoining Mr. Harrison's in the 
mayoralty campaign. 


Harrison Men Had Slate. 

Mr. Harrigon himself had discountenanced 
Publicly the slatemaking efforts of his Heu- 
tenants in the wards, but his declaration did 
not halt these activities to a noticeable de- 
gree. In nearly every ward, there "was a 
Harrison slate bearing the names of Wilson. 
Laventhal, and Tatge, with occasional varia- 
tions as to the fourth name. _Owing to Mr. 
Harrison's expressed views, there had been 
no indorsements by the Harrison central 
organization. 

Against these activities of the Harrison- 
Hearst men there was no organized opposi-

The success of Judge Fitch was despite con- 
certed efforts of the Harrisonites in most of 
the wards to shelve him in the final hours of 
the campaign. Word to eliminate him was 
passed along the line and accepted as orders, 
except in the Twenty-sixth and a few other 
wards. The Harrison opposition was because 
of a fear that he might be acceptable to Na- 
tional Committeeman Roger C. Sullivan, al- 
though there were no specifications. 


Hard Fight for Ramsay. 
The attempt to use the Harrison organiza- 
tion in the primaries was even more notice- 


able in the contest for the single Circuit 
court nomination. In the last few days of 


the campaign every energy was concentrated 
by Robert E. Burke and others of the fac- 
tion’s ward leaders upon Daniel G. Ramsay. 
This was a change from the original pro- 
gram, which was to back Sigmund Zeisler in 
order to defeat John P. McGoorty, The Peter 
Bartzen and Heard influence was direct-~ 
ed openly for Ramsay after Zeisler had been 
dropped, except in the Twenty-second and a 
few other wards. Thousands of printed sam- 
ple ballots, marked with a cross and hand for 
Ramsay, were sent out and workers were in- 
structed everywhere to do everything possi- 
ble for him. 

In spite of these activities, McGoorty, 
especial foe of Bartzen and those who cham- 
pion Bartzen’s county administration, was 
nominated by a vote that nearly equaled the 
total cast for both Ramsay and Zeisler. The 
excellent race made by Mr. Zeisler under 
these circumstances suggested what might 
have been his good fortune had the Harrison- 
ites not switched to Ramsay in the hope of 
defeating McGoorty.

Gets Votes Despite\ Withdrawal 

Although Leon Hornstein had issued alet- 
ter announcing his withdrawal, his name re- 
mained on the official ballot as a candidate 
for Ciroult judge and he received the votes 
of many who thought he still wasin thé race.

There is money in my Fidelity deposit box.to 
cover all expenses and also for poms 
The ashes of my body are to be scattered on 
the water or the land. My bills are all paid. 
I owe nobody. Noone isto blame but myself. 
I wish al) well. You will find in my vault box 
a mortgage for $3,500, Ogden Gas stocks, and 
other securities, and $450 in cash.”’ 

Another letter bearing the date Dec. 29, 
190%, read: 

“To my friends: For sanitary and other 
reasons, it bas lone been my conviction that 
cremation is the only proper method of dis- 
posing of the dead. I therefore request that 
those having charge of the disposiffig of my 
remains see that they are disposed of by cre- 
matijn as soon after my decease as proper 
wespect for propriety will warrant.” 


Came as Youth from Germany. 

Mr. Hoffman was born in Hanover, Ger- 
many, and came to the United States when 
17 or 18 years old. He studied art for a short 
time in New York and other eastern cities 
and then cameto Chicago. He was a bach- 
elor and lived with his widowed sister, Mrs. 
Theresa Bilel, at 4337 Vincennesavenue. He 
has two brothers Nving in Chicago, Edward 
Hoffman, 4710 Grand boulevard, and John 
Hoffman. 

“My brother was discouraged and felt 
pretty bad when he was notified to move from 
his old-studio,”’ said Mrs. Eliel at night.

VITERBO, Italy, April 11,-The trial of the 
thirty-six Camorrists today was occupied 
by the cross examination of Giacomo 
Ascrittore, at the conclusion of which an ad- 


| journment wes taken until after Easter. 


Agscrittore denounced Tomasso de Angelis 
and Gaetano Amedeo as the murderers of 
Gennaro Cuoccolo and his wife, in order, the 
state alleges, to shield the real assassins. 
Ascrittore today posed as a martyr to the 
machinations of the carabineers and exem- 
ining judges. He said in substance. 

* During the investigation of the murders 
I was forced to withdraw my evidence 
against De Angelis and Amedeo. The cara- 
bineers and the judges prosecuted me for 
calumny and kept me in jail nearly four 
years , 
Ascrittore’s reference to his mother drew 
a chorus of wails from the prisoners’ tron 
case, while his accusations against De An- 
gelis and Amedeo provoked counter demon- 
strations from the friends of the latter. 


WINE RIOT RAGES IN MARNE

PARIS, April 11.—Rioting today and the 
display of the red flag in the department of 
Marne followed the action of the senate in 
adopting a resolution on the champagne ques- 
tion in favor of the suppression of all terri- 
torial deMmitations ae likely to provoke dis- 
sensions between the various sections of the 
coumry. A law was recently enacted ex- 
cluding the department of Aube from the re- 
gion the wine of which can legally be desig- 
nated champazne. This has resulted in dem- 
onstrations of protest in that department,. 

The Marne leaders summoned the wine peo- 
ple to assemble at Epernay. A column 
marched through the valley and arrived at 
Dizy. They wrecked cellars and smashed 
250,000 bottles of champagne, throwing up 
barricades with casks and hoisting the red 
flag. 

The column then swept down on Damery, 
where three establishments were sacked, 
gallons of wine being poured into the streets. 
The next stopping place was Ay, where the 
rioters were beginning: the work of destruo- 
tion when @ squadron of the Thirty-first 
Dragoons drove them out of town.

Urges Adoption of Plan to Make Igni- 
tion Impossible. 


“ They talk about the safety of our fireproof

know how all you boys would get out.” 

This warning of danger tg occupants of fire- 
proof buildings im case of fire was given by 
William.M. Gadsden to 200 members of the 
Fire Insurance club, who met last night on 
the twelfth floor of the National Life Insur- 
ance building. He is an inspector for the 
Chicago Board of Underwriters and an ex- 
pert on building construction. 

“There was a fire the other day on the 
second floor of a modern hotel in Buffalo. 
My brother was a guest on one of the upper 
floors. For an hour and a half he hung out 
of a window facing the court trying to get 
air.” 

His remarks prefaced a paper, of a technical 
nature, on the fireproof construction of ho 
tels. “ Builders of modern hotels are using 
all sorts of devices to prevent fire,” he said. 

“Lace curtains used to be the agents of 
a good many hotel fires Some of the big 
hotels in Chicago now use curtains that have 
been fireproofed. This preparation is mixed 
with the starch at the laundry. It is im- 
possible to ignite the delicate fabric thus 
prepared. It is possible that carpets, other 
cloths, and even furniture will be fireproofed

THE MERRY-GO-ROUND OF LAW.

BILLS WHICH SHOULD NOT BE 
SHELVED. 

A bill requiring the exits and entrances 
of Chicago street cars to be closed while the 
cars are in motion has been passed by the 
Jower house with unanimity and enthusiasm, 
This shows that that branch of the general 
assembly is not indifferent to measures 
which it believes wil] benefit Chicago. 

But there is legislation which is more 
needed than that-.regulating street cars. 
The question of closed entrances could safe- 
ly be left to the council and to the com- 
panies. The latter have already taken the 
matter in hand. There are other bills in 
which Chicagoans are much more deeply in- 
terested, because they make for honester 
elections. 

One of these bills amends the primary 
elections law by cutting out voting on affi- 
davits and substituting a revision of the 
registry books immediately before a prt- 
mary election. The other empowers the 
election commissioners to appoint judges 
and clerks who aré not residents of a pre- 
cinct when competent men cannot be found 
in it, There are such precincts. Both bills 
were drafted by Mr. Rinaker, long a county 
judge and familiar with the evils it is sought 
to cure, 

These bills have been favorably reported 
on in both houses, but it is said that from 
now on appropriation bills will have the 
right of way, and that all “ progressive 
legislation’ is done for. If the people had 
a voice'in the matter they would say, “ There 
is no hurry about the appropriation bills. 
Let them wait and give us some progres- 
sive legislation first.” 

There is indeed no urgency about the ap- 
propriation bills and they should not be 
made an excuse for a failure to enact not 
merely the two bills which have been men- 
tion but also a corrupt practices act. 
Speaking of that bill, here is an opportunity 
for Mayor-elect Harrison. During the late 
campaign he deciared himself unequivocally 
for such a measure. If he were to say 80 
with equal positiveness to the Democratic 
members of the legislature it would tune 
them up. 

The appropriation bills never are allowed 
to get in the way of measures of minor im- 
portance such as a street car bill or a bill 
to allow a railroad to lay a track across 
some state land. They should nét be al- 
lowed to thwart an imperative demand for 
reform legislation, 


PROTECTING OUR ORATORY. 

Representative Murdock of Kansas 
probably conforms perfectly to. many 
statesmen’s notion of a pesky reformer. He 
proposes that the protection which the pure 
food law gives the consumer shall be ex- 
tended: to cover the speeches published in 
the Congressional Record; that a distinc- 
tion shall be noted between those made 
and those which were contrived to spare the 
“ear but hit the eye; that thé latter variety 
when appearing in the Recérd shall be la- 
beled to. indieate that they are there by 
virtue of the amiable “ leave to print.” 

This may not be a serious attack on the 
bulwarks of a free government, but it is ob- 
served as a start toward a demand that 
speeches be analyzed and labeled for their 
proportions of rhetorical exaggeration, flam- 
boyant flapdoodle, adroit misstatement, 
bunk, and bathos. If it be important to 
protect the national stomach from the ef- 
fects of adulteration in tomato catsup, for 
instance, why not protect the national mind 
from such “foreign and injurious ingre- 
dients”’ as are mixed in the composition 
of congressional oratory ? 


LOCAL MERCHANTS AND PARCELS 
POST. . 

Oliver Goldsmith’s pathetic picture of, 
Sweet Auburn, the “deserted village, is 
nothing to the vision of devastation to be 
wrought by the parcels post—when we get 
one—as painted prophetically by the oppo- 
nents of that reform. 

According to this view the carrying of 
parcels by the post will eliminate the mid- 
dieman, or at least put all merchandising in 
the hanils of the mail order houses. The 
country storekeeper. will shut up shop and 
the village will hive no more cause for be- 
ing. There will only be the great cities and 
the farms. 

This looks impressive, if you don’t exam- 
ine it. It has been used upon the retail mer- 
chants of. the smaller cities and towns with 
effect. Many are opposing the parcels post 
on this theory, and it ought to be met by 
the parcels post advocates by a vigorous 
campaign of education. 

In the first place, so far as the United 
States is concerned, it is a mere theory. 
As to the countries where there now are par- 
cels posts, it is not true. It hasn’t worked 
any such result in Russia, or Germany, or 
Austria, or France, or Italy, or Great 
Britain. "William Ewart Gladstone, speak- 
ing of the postal bank and the parcels post, 
declared that they were “the most impor- 
tant institution which has been created in 
the last fifty years for the welfare of the 
people.” 

_’ The parcels post should prove to be 4 great 
boon to the small town merchant of America. 
i What is his present condition? In certain 
merchandise—a wide range—the mail! order 
house has no difficulty in underselling him, 
and if conditions remain as they are it | 
will not only continue to undersell him but 
will do so in a wider range of articles. The 
farmer now goes to the local merchant for 
perishable supplies, for minor articles so 
small as not to be worth ordering from a dia- 
tant source, and for articles needed in an 
emergency or which he has failed to lay in. 

For these he is compelled to hitch up and 
drive into town. But it ia no more trouble | 
to drive to the express office for a consign- : 
ment from a mail order house than to go to 
the local store,

THE CHICAGO 

So long as the farmer is compelled to come | 
to town, therefore, the loca! merchant is at 
this disadvantage., But an important factor 
enters into the situation with the parcels 
post. This factor works in favor of the local 
merchant in a greater degree than it favors 
the mail order house. If the farmer is able 
to telephone to the local merchant at any 
time and have cheap and prompt delivery, 
his tendency will be to wait, in more cases 
than now, till need arises, and hence to 
buy more from the local merchant than he 
does under present conditions. 

Many articles the farmer will continue 
to buy, as now, from the mail order houses 
and great central distributers. Parcels post 
or no parcels post, the small merchant must 
accept this. But it is to his interest to 
make trade between him and the farmer as 
easy and regular as possible. He needs 
this far more than the large distributers, 
that is plain. The cheapest way to accom- 
plish this, the only way, is through a par- 
cels post.

MPRICANS intending to visit Delhi in 
order tO witness the coronation dur- 
bar in December next (which bids fair 
to prove one of the most mag- 
nificent pageants ever witnessed in 
the orient, at any rate In modern times) 
will do well to take the precaution of 


own use and for that of their servants 
King George and Queeh Mary, also the 
viceroy of India and Lady Hardinge, the 
principal guests, and all the great dignita- 
ries, will be under canvas. This is largely 
due to the fact that the bubonic plague Is 
still causing a large mortality in the city of 
Delhi itself. 

It is not true, however, as asserted by a 
number of English and foreign newspapers, 
that the plague has “ broken out at Delbi.”’ 
It has been in existence there for the last 
ten years or more and was raging with par- 
ticular imtensity at the time of the durbar 
held by Lord Curzon and the Duke of Con- 
naught in connection with the accession to 
the throne of Edward VII. Every precau- 
tion, however, was taken by the authori- 
ties, and there was not a single case of plague 
among the Europeans, nor even among the 
natives employed by them as domestic serv- 
ants. This was because they were all living 
under canvas,

The bubonic plague is now recognized by 
the entire medicol faculty in India as a 
chronic disease which affects the dense na- 
tive population, especially im the cities, where 
the crowding is so great as to preclude the 
possibility of any effective sanitation. The 
most efficient precaution agajnet the plague 
is to live under canvas instead of in the 
cities, and the first measure that the health 
officers take in India when any particular 
area becomes abnormally infected with the 
plague is to send all the inhabitants out into 
camp. 

Delhi is a city of magnificent palaces, sev- 
eral of them worthy of any emperor, no 
matter how great his power. But the au- 
thorities do not propose to take any risk with 
the king and queen arising from doubtful 
sanitation. And that is why they will be 
under canvas during the entire stay at Delhi.

He was”possessed of an unrivaled 
gift of mimicry and used frequently to amuse 
her and the royal family by his droll imita- 
tions of all sorts and conditions of men and 
women It somehow came to her ears that 
he was equally successful in mimicking her- 
self. Probably the hint was conveyed to her 
by her youngest daughter, Princess Henry of 
Battenberg, whom he assisted in all the 
theatrical entertainments which she was 
wont to get up at Osborne and at Balmoral. 
For in her younger days the princess was ex- 
tremely fond of acting. 

Queen Victoria taxed him with thus mak- 
ing fun of her and intimated to him that 
there was only one way by which he could 
secure her pardon for the crime of lese maj- 
esty of which he had rendered himself guilty 
on connection with the affair, namely, by 
“taking her off’ then and there in her own 
presence. This he did with such success that 
the little great lady, who in spite of the 
severe and even austere lineaments of her 
face was endowed with a keem sence of the 
ludicrous, was rendered almost ill with 
laughter.

Alec Yorke was one of the most intimate 
friends and cronies of Queen Victoria's 
youngest son, Leopold, Duke of Albany, was 
with him at Oxford, and afterwards became 
his gentleman in waiting and equerry. On 
the duke’s death his mother, the queen, took 
Alec Yorke into her own service as gentle- 
man in waiting, and it Was so arranged that 
his ‘“‘waits’’ usually took place when the 
court was either at Osborne or Balmoral. 
and im need of entertainment. King Edward 
on his mother’s death continued his connec- 
tion with the royal household, but merely in 
an honorary capacity. and King George when 
he came to the throne omitted even this, 
leaving him out of the royal entourage alto- 
gether.

His grandson, Philip Yorke, became lord 
chief justice of England at the early age of 
34, being promoted three years afterwards, at 
37, to the woolsack as lord high chancellor of 
England, and toan earldom. The sixth ear! 
died as under secretary of state for India 
in the Balfour administration and was a 
member of the stock broking firm of Basil 
Montgomery & Co., to which Dom Miguel 
of Braganza now belongs. He wasalso chief 
owner of the London Saturday Review.

Chicago, April 11.—[ Editor of The Tribune. } 
~The following is a brief résumé of the paper 
which the college authorities réfused to allow 
me to present to their students, because they 
did not want them to hear the other side. 

I wish to discuss the value of higher echoo!- 
ing. You may think if I am not in favor of 
higher schooling I must be in favor of ignor- 
ance. Dismiss this idea. No man is more in 
favor of a higher education than Iam. I 
am a champion of.that education whieh, first, 
aids a@ man in earning a livelihood, and so 
contributes to his own happiness; and, sec- 
ond, makes of him a good citizen, and thus 
contributes to the happiness of others. There 
is no education to be compared with that re- 
ceived in learning a trade, from reading good 
books, andin preparing to support yourself. 

Only those favorable to higher schooling 
have been allowed to address you. You have 
been saturated with the idea that a great 
amount of schooling is not only going to help 
you, but that it is absolutely indispensable. 
What you want is the facts, not mere theories. 
Now, what are the facts? Has a boy without 
a high school or college education a chance 
to win business success? 

Nearly every man who has been particular- 
ly successful in this country has had a very 
small amount of schooling. Outside of the 
professions it is exceedingly rare that a man 
with a large amount of schooling has been 
successful in any business. These are indis- 
putable facts. George Washington, Andrew 
Johnson, Martin Van Buren, Andrew Jack- 
son, Zachary Taylor, Millard Fillmore, Abra- 
ham Lincoln, Grover Cleveland, and William 
McKinley were not college graduates. They 
certainly averaged as high as those who were 
college graduates. 

Will higher schooling increase your chancee 
of employment? The — various university 
presidents insisted that their students were 
in demand by business men. I requested them 
to name a few of these business men.

“PUZZLE KING” SAM LOYD DIES. 


Inventor of “Pigs in Clover’ Made 
$1,000,000 by His Mathe- 
matical Skill. 


New York, April 11.—[Special. )—Sam Loyd, 
whose puzzles have taxed the minds of the 
world for almost two generations, died at 
midnight Monday at his residence at 133 Hal- 
sey street, Brooklyn, of apoplexy. He had 
made a fortune out of his puzzles and died 
worth $1,000,000. 

It was as the “puzzle king” that Sam 
Loyd was best known, but he was also an ar- 
tist of ability, an inventor of mechanical 
devices, a writer, a chess player of great pro- 
ficiency, and a profound mathematician. His 
ability in mathematics was at the bottom of 
much of his success as a puzzlemaker. 

He was born at Philadelphia in 11 of an 
old Quaker family. At the age of 10 he was 
playing chess with some of the cracks of the 
country and often beating them. When he 
was 25 he became a professional puzzlemak- 
er, conducting a puzzle department in vari- 
ous newspapers for many years. The two 
moet famous puzzies invented by Sam Loyd 
were “pigs in clover’ and the “ fifteen.”’ 
Many persons got the “ pigs ” into the right 
place at the expense of their nervous systems, 
but nobody ever solved the “ fifteen " puzzle.

First List Is Boosted. 

The meeting had been called by Dr. Alex- 
ander Hugh Ferguson, president of the soci- 
ety, to make out a list of eight or ten names 
to serve as a guide to the new mayor in mak- 
ing hig selection for the commissionership. 
Preparatory to this, the fourteen medical 
districts of the city had appointed repre- 
sefitatives to express their choice. These 
names in, other nominations were called for, 
and ten more had been presented when there 
wes a lull. 

“ Vote on them,’’ said one member. 

** No, send them allin. He won't pay any 
attention anyway,’’ camefromanother. And 
in spite of shouted protests from all sides, the 
sending in of the twenty-four names was 
approved. 

There was a quick exodus of the minority. 


Action Is Called Farce. 

“It is a farce, a stupid, ridiculous farce,”’ 
said Dr: George W. Lewis angrily, as he 
slammed his hat on his head and rushed out 
of the restaurant. 

“ There isn't a single name of the twenty- 
four that by common sense can be consid- 
ered as approved by the council. Each name 
was put up by one man, and the name Is ap- 
proved by that one man, not by the council.” 

“It is a fine joke,”’ said another. “ Sup- 
pose the man has already been picked, and 
that is quite likely. All Harrison had to do 
was to have one member put up his name, and 
tnat goes as our recommendation. I didn't 
approve him, you didn’t, noone approved him 
except the man acting as agent. But it can 
be claimed that he was approved by the Chi- 
cago Médical society, and he can go into 
office with this imitation of recommendation 
It’s a farce and a put-up job.” 


Must Look Up Qualifications.

Lively Session of House Labor 
Committee Is Expected Today. 


STRONG LOBBY IS ON HAND. 


Various Amendments to Henson’s Meas- 
ure Are to Be Offered. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Springfield, ll, April 11.—[Special.)}— 
Amendments to the employés’ compensatien 
act, Offered in the way of compromise were 
formulated today by Representative King, 
chairman of the house labor committee, and 
will be offered tomorrow,- when the Henson 
bill comes ur for consideration in that com- 
mittee. 

A bitter fight has arisen over the pro- 
posed act, and the committee is destined to 
be the center of a maelstrom of lobbying in- 
volving interests which the old time gas and 
traction legislation never brought to Spring- 
field. 

Mr. King says amendments which he pro- 
poses to offer are intended to maintain the 
constitutionality of the proposed law, to keep 
it within the doctrines established by the 
recent New York decision, and to make it 
substantially satisfactory to the employers 
and employés. 


Some of King’s Amendments. 
Some of the proposed amendments follow: 
Any employer covered by the act may elect 

to provide and pay compensation for injuries 
sustained by any employé, and thereby re- 
lieve himself from HMability for the recovery 
of damages as otherwise provided. 

If any such employer shal! elect not to 
pay the compensation according to the pro- 
visions of the act, the theories of fellow 
servant, contributory negligence, and as- 
sumption of risk shall not be ground for his 
escape from liability for injuries sustained 
by his employés. 

Contributory negligence may be coneidered 
by the jury In awarding damages. 

Every employer within the act shall be 
bound hereby as to all his employé6s for the 
term of one year, and for terme of one year 
each thereafter, unless a notice to the con- 
trary is given to the board and to all the 
employés at least sixty days prior to the ex- 
piration of such annual! term. : 


Common Carriers Not Affected. 

Common carriers engaged in interstate 
commerce, and thus under the federal lia- 
bility statute, are taken outof the MIL 

If an employer elects to provic: and pay 
the compensation provided in the act, then 
each of his employés shall be deemed to have 
accepted the provisions of the act, unless 
within forty-five days after the act becomes 
effective he notifies his employer in writing 
to the contrary. 

If injury to the employé is caused by willful 
failure of the employer to comply with statu- 
tory safety regulations, nothing in this act 
shall affect the statutory or common law 
liability of the employer. 

The act is not to disturb any existing insur- 
ance, benefit, relief, or ald association, pro- 
vided the employer contributes to such asso- 
ciation an amount sufficient to insure the 
employé or beneficiary the full compensation 
provided, exclusive of the cost of maintaining 
such association. 

Any contract of employment, relief, benefit, 
or insurance, whereby the employé is required 
to pay any premium for insurance against 
the compensation provided for by the act, 
shall be null and void.

House Elections Committee 
Acts Favorably on the 
Brown Senate Bill. 


JOY PREVAILS IN LOBBY. 


Referendum Clause Is Only Fea- 
ture to Which Women Find 
Any Objection. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 
Springfield, Ill., April 11.—[{Special.]—The 


woman's suffrage bill was reported favorably - 


this afternoon from the house elections com- 
mittee and the women in charge of the suf- 
frage lobby feel tonight that they have won a 
substantial victory. 

‘The bill which came out is the Brown bill, 
which passed the senate with a referendum 
clause attached. Strong opposition was 
manifeeted on the floor of the house this 
morning when Representative Tice, who in- 
troduced a companion measure to the Brown 
bill, attempted to have it sent to second read- 
ing, but was deterred by the objection raised 
by Representative Alschuler, the minority 
leader. 


Referendum Clause Is Disliked. 
The Brown bill gives women the right 
vote on all offices in the state not crea 
directly by the constitution, which means 
most of the taxing bodies and municipal of- 
fices. The objectionable feature, from the 
standpoint of the women, is the referen- 
dum clause, which was inserted after the 
bi had proceeded to third reading and was 
at the threshold of passage. 


Real Battle Yet to Come. 

The Tice bill, identical with the Brown 
measure except for the referendum clause, 
now stands at second reading, and from the 
feeling displayed on all sides tonight it is 
probable the real suffrage fight will not de 
velop until the senate and house bills come 
along simultaneously on second reading, 
where the legislators will have no oppor- 
tunity to keep away from a record vote.

Economical Housekeeping. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


The Dried Pea. 


HE thrifty housewife and good cook has 
her supply of staple foods as regularly 
on hand as she has her spices and flavors. 
Among these the dried vegetables are 
chief. These may be cooked and served 
as vegetables, but most especially are they 
available for soups. The only drawback in their 
use is that their preparation requires foresight. 

The dried pea must be so&ked before it can 
be cooked. Miss Anna Barrows, one of the 
most famous of our teachers of cookery, says 
she has no use for people who soak such things 
over night. All she means by this is, of course, 
that they have not learned the better way to 
bring out their full and delicious: flavor, which 
is to soak them forty-eight hours. It is some 
thing which few pedpie have learned. Of course, 
Some people do not soak peas at all and yet 
finu them good. They are good soaked over 
night merely, but they are better soaked for the 
longer time. 

Bacon and Yellow Split Peas.—Fifteen cents’ 
worth of bacon, one pound of yellow split peas. 
Wash peas and soak over night fn enough. water 
Wash bacon and scrape the rind until 
clean. Put in kettle and cover with cold water, 
boil gently for fifteen minutes, then add the 
split peas and cook gently for two hours. When 
bacon and peas are tender remove from the fire 
and serve. When ready to serve the peas should 
be the consisteticy of mashed potatoes.—Fthel 
Marion King, Evanston, I11. |

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Pea Soup I.—Boil. one-half pound of peas, 
previously soaked, one onion, half of celery 
root—cut in thin slices—in about one quart of 
water, adding a pinch of baking soda. When 
done add one tablespoon of bacon fat or butter 
and season to taste. Serve with white bread 
cut in dice and browned in a little butter or fat.

Pea Soup IIl.—One-half pound of green dried 
peas, one small onion, three cloves, one tea- 
spoon of butter, one teaspoon,of flour.

When soft put 
through sieve, then return to fire, and add one 
spoon of butter and one of flour creamed to- 
gether and thinned with a spoonful of water.

Remove the floating skins 
of the peas occasionally. When done mon out 
the soup bone and salt the soup according to 
taste. If necesgary add boiling water.—Mrs.

Split Pea Soup.—One cup of dried split peas, 
three pints of cold water,-one tablespoon but- 
ter, one tablespoon flour, one-half teaspoon su- 
gar, one teaspoon salt, one salt spoon white 
pepper.

Cook in three pints of water, adding more as 
it boils away. When soft rub through strainer 
and boil again, adding water to make soup of a 
creamy consistency.

GETS NEW TRIAL 


Verdict of Guilty of Murder of 
Millionaire Father-in- 
Law Overruled. 


JAIL COMRADES CHEER. 


Missouri Supreme Court Finds 
Fault with Action of Judge 
in the Swope Case. 


April 11.—Dr. B. Clark 
the murder of Col. 


Kansas City. Mo., 
Hyde. convicted of 
Thomas H. Swope, his father-in-law and 
@& millionaire philanthropist, was today 
granied a new trial by the Missourt supreme 
court, silting at Jefferson City. 

Dr. H;de has been in the county jail here 
Mearly 2 year following a sentence to life 
imprisonment. The court remands Hyde“ to 
the custody of the marshal of Jackson county 
without bail.”’ 

When news of the decision reached the 
jail, Dr, Hyde was taking his usual morning 
promenade up and down the narrow corridor 
@n the third floor. His lawyers shouted the 
verdict up to the prisoner. Hyde stopped a 
moment, smiled, and said merely: “ Thank 
you, gentlemen.” 


Fellow Prisoners Cheer. 
As the prisoners, men and women, on the 
Gifferent floors heard the news. cheering 
___= eR , nae 
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that had started in Hyde’s corridor spread 
throughout the prison. 

Ten minutes after the word had come from 
Jefferson City Mrs. Hyde appeared at the 
jail. Rushing to the cell occupied by her 
husband, she kissed him. 

The Hyde decision comes exactly one year 
from the date that his trial began here. 

Am important point in the decision was 
that the court said Judge Ralph Latshaw's 
action in ordering Hyde locked up curing 
the progress of his trial was “improper and 
unjustified.’’ 

The court reviews how the state showed 
the deaths close together of Moss Hunten 
and Col. Swope and the epidemic of typhoid 
fever which in two months brought down 
nine persons, 

These, the court says, were charged to 
Hyde partly to support a showing that the 
more Swope heirs died the larger would be 
the share of Mrs. Hyde, Col. Swope’s 
daughter, but the court does not treat the 
proof that Hyde had anything to do with 
these misfortunes as conclusive. 


Sickness’ Evidence. 

The court points to the evidence that Col. 
Swope was &2 years of age and that symp- 
toms of his last sickness would justify the 
conclusion that he died from senile debility 


or uraemic poisoning. 
In the appeal the chief evidence attacked 


was that of the Chicago and Michigan toxi- 
cologists who examined the viscera of the 


dead Swope.

The indictments charge each man with 
manslaughter in the first and second degrees, 
the maximum penalty for which is twenty 
and ten years’ imprisonment, respectively. 


Defendants Released on Bail. 
Harris and Blanck were arraigned, end 
after entering pleas of not guilty were re- 
leased under $25,000 bail. 

The indictments charge that the defendants 
are responsible for the deaths of Rosie 
Grasso and Margaret Schwartz, whose 
charred bodies werg found on the ninth floor 
of the burned building. 

The district attorney hopes to prove that 
the girls tried the door on the ninth floor in 
an effort to escape, but found it locked.

Washington, D. C.. April 11.—{ Special }—It 
gequired more than two hours today in the 
house of representatives to elect its new 
gommittees. It was the firet time in history 
fer this course of procedure. 

Representative Cannon taunted the Demo- 
gates with having approved as the Repub- 
lean representatives on the various commit- 
tees practically the same men he as speaker 
bad put on these comm 'ttees in the last house. 

The Republicans charged the Democrats 
with gross unfairness in cutting down the 
minority membership on the most important 


committees. 

Mr. Underwood, the Democratic leader, re- 
plied the Democrats had based the propor- 
tionate representation on the committees 
strictly according to the Democratic majority 


ip the house itself. 
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“ This is the first time,” he said, “ a minor- 
tty leader has been permitted to name his 
eommittees and has had them adopted by 
the majcrity without dotting an ‘1° or cross- 
ing a ‘t.’” 

Mann Cites Inconsistencies. 

Republican leader Mann cited a number of 
alleged inconsistencies, and his arguments 
were seconded by Mr. Cannor and Mr. Gard- 
per of Massachusetts. 

Instructions to the new committees were 
adopted in the form of resolutions. The ways 
and means and appropriations committees of 
the house were authorized to sit during the 
geseions and recess of the house. 

Prepared by Minority Leader James R. 
Mann at the direction of the Republican 
eaucus, the minority committee selections 
contained many surprises for the house. The 
desire to accord impartia] treatment to the 
msurgent Republicans was shown in the 
number of choice committee places given to 
them by Mr. Mann. Two of the leading pro- 
gressives, Mr. Madison of Kansas and Mr. 
Lenroot of Wisconsin, won places on the rules 
@ommittee. 


Choice Places for Insurgents. 

Mr. Good of lowa was appointed to the’ 
appropriations committee, considered a par- 
ticularly choice berth. Representative Hau- 
gen of lowa was made ranking Republican 
member of the committee on agriculture; Mr. 
Kopp of Wisconsin was placed on the naval 
affairs committee; Mr. Norris of Nebraska 
on the judiciary committee, and other in- 
surgents received important assignments. 

Mr. Cannon becomes ranking Republican 
member of the appropriations committee. He 
was chairman of this for several years before 
he became speaker. The retirement of Mr.

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URGE INQUIRY INTO COURTS 


Rainey and Sabath Tell House 
Federal System Holds Evil. 


FAVOR GIVEN TO TRUSTS? 


Attack on Wickersham Seen as Move 
for Political Gain, 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT ] 

Washington, D. C.. April 11.—[Spectal. }— 
Charges of the existence of scandalous con- 
cttions tn the federal courts and the national 
department of justice are behind two resol u- 
tions introduced in the house of representa- 
tives today by Democratic members of the 
Illinois delegation. 


Investigation of these two agencies of the 


government to determine the truth of the 
allegations isdemanded. The resolutions are 
the following: 


By Representative Rainey of Carroll- 
ton—inquiry to determine whether At- 
torney General Wickersham has financial 
relations with large corporations which 
would interfere with his impartial prose- 
cution of the trusts. 

By Representative Sabath of Chicago— 
Investigation of the fee system connected 
with bankruptcies, receiverships and 
trumtes in the federal courts. 


Both Expect Favorable Action. 

These resolutions have been referred to 
committees, and as the Democrats are in the 
saddle in the house, both congressmen ex- 
pect to obtain favorable reports and an easy 
passage of the measures through the house. 

Mr. Rainey, who, gunning for almost all of 
the hign Republican administration 0 poe 
past and present, is dissatisfied with Mr. 
Wickersham’s trust prosecutions, and he sus- 
pects the attorney general of being too close 
to some corporation to have much enthusi- 
asm in this direction. His resolution pro- 
vides for the creation of a committee of six 
Democrats and three Republicans, “ to in- 


vestigate the department of yustice to dscer- 


tain if the attorney general at present is 


connected with any outside employment 
which would disqualify him from hoMing that 
office.” 


It further directs that the committee re- 
port how many trust prosecutions have been 
started by the department of justice under 


the Sherman act and the commodities clause 
and subsequently dropped. An appropriation 
of $15,000 for the inquiry is provided for. 


Republicans See a Trick. 

The Republicans say the Rainey resolution 
ie merely a fishing-expedition for political 
capital which they aver will not be forth- 
coming. Mr. Wickersham, they assert, has 
@ record of more vigorous and successful 
prosecution of the trusts up to date than any 
previous attorney general, Republican or 
Democratic. The Republicans say they will 
welcome the inquiry. 

The Sabath resolution ts the same one he 
introduced last year but which wae chloro- 
formed in the Republican committee on 
expenditures in the department of justice. 
It requests the attorney general to inform 
the house the amount of fees paid to re- 
ceivers, referees, auditors, marshals, com- 
missioners and other officials in the federal 
courts in the last four years and the names 
of the persons so paid. 

The Chicago congressman says that the 
fee system in the federal courts has reeulted 


in the looting of bankrupt estates and other 


trusts. 


IRA M. COBE GOES TO NEW YORK

‘HUGE FIRE LOSS 


POINTS WARNING 


Many Blazes During First 
Quarter of 1911 Make In- 
surance Men Reflect. 


PUBLIC MUST GIVE AID. 


Experts Say Americans’ Careless 
Attitude Is the Cause of 
Much Damage. 


vy 

The fire loss in this country for the first 
three months of the year amounted to §$70,- 
000,000, an increase of $30,000,000 over the 
same period of 1910. The March fire loss was 
upwards of $31,500,000. Except that of 
September 1910, when there was numerous 
and heavy forest Gres, March of this year 
has exceeded any previous month in the 
magnitude of its fire loss, eliminating those 
months where there has been a conflagration. 

The alarming increase in loss this first 


| quarter of the year is attracting theattention 


of insurance intereste and fire prevention ex- 
perta. Already ite effect has been seen in 
insurance circles as a number of companies 


. have retired during the last few monthe and 


others are in a weakened condition. 

Insuran men feel that the public must take 
up the consideration of the enormous fire waste 
in @ sane and forceful way and endeavor to slow 
down on the §250,000,000 annual drain from the 
fire fiend, 

~~. 

Most experts who are studying the problem give 
it as their opinion that the careless attitude of 
the American péople is the cause of much of this 
heavy loss. 

‘“*If you can once hold people responsible for 
their carelessness," said Chief Surveyor W. D. 
Matthews of the Chicago board of fire under- 
writers, yesterday, “‘the fires will diminish. In 
our inspection work we find the chief cause of 
dwelling fires to be defective chimneys. Rubbish 
in basements is another prolific loss breeder. This 
condition is found not only in dwelling basements, 
but in mercantile buildings. 

** A match or élgar butt is thrown down through 
a coal hole tn @ sidewalk along one of our streets 
and you are pretty sure to have a fire. Careless 
use of matches is one of the fire cauges which 
results in millions of property being burned. All 
friction matches should be prohibited and only 
the safety varieties allowed.’’ 

The tnspection department of the Chicago board 
of fire underwriters finds many violations of the 
city ordinances that are intended to protect life 
and property. The policy of this department is to 
cotperate with the city tn seeing every possible 
precaution used. One inspector said that the‘hew 
city buflding ordinanc was being violated in many 
instances. He cajied attention to the require- 
ment that stoves. ranges, peanut roasters, and 
the Ifke should set on fireproof, or fire resisting 
material.

He also urges a high pressure water system for 
the business districts. 

He believes that the fire department should In- 
augurate a division of Inepection. The inspection 
work could be done laregly by pensioned firemen. 
They could be allowed, he thinks, 25 per cent of 
their full pay, im addition to their pension for 
this labor 

This inepection work would have aa its chief ob- 
ject, the ascertaining of whether the ordinances 
were being complied with and the discowery of 
conditions that add greatly to the fire hazard 
Sufficient power should be given the fire depart- 
ment to order conditions corected that seriously 
jeopardize Hfe @nd property. 

He also contends that the fire department should 
have a division that looks after the regulation 
of combustibles and volatiles. The ordinances 
concerning gasdline and like procucts, Mr. Glid- 
den says, are defective and need immediate rem-

charge of all auxiliary fire appliances and fire es- 

capes. This indludes al) the devices and apparatus 

privately owned that has for its object the extin- 
guishing of ineipient fires.

Insurance mem believe that if the present Iltnols 
legislature legalizes the state fire marshal bureau 
it will be able to do much, backed by state au- 
thority, in checking {ncendtarism and forcing prop- 
erty owners to remove from their premises fire 
breeders. Under the existing fire marsha! ect, 
the money collected from the insurance companies 
to maintain the expense cannot be appropriated 
owing to a flaw in the law. A bill ts before 
the legielature to remedy this, but the legisia- 
tors seemingly are indifferent. 

Imsurance men contend thet ff this act is legal) 
ized and the staté fire marshal gets his office in 
active operation, he will be able to do much to 
stem the tide of the tremendous fire waste It 
is thought that he cou keep in Chicago a staff 
of tnepectore that would ferret out firebugs and 
cause many hazardous conditions tn business build- 
ings and factories to be improved. 

The general opinion of insurance men is that 
the fire department should be given the same 
power ae the health department. The health 
officials deal vigorously with menacing conditions 
that threaten the health of the community. The 
fire d , they say, should have power 
enough to lessen the danger to Nfe and property 
from fire.

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|| FORESEE BIG COTTON MERGER 
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Southern Manufacturers Say the 
Duke Interests Will Control. 


OTHER TRADES INVOLVED. 


Mills May Be Able to Remain in Opera- 
tion in Dull Times. 


New York, April 11.—[Special.)]—Southern 
cotton manufacturers who are arriving in 
this market are interested im the recent 
mergers in their section of the country, and 
predict there is only one end in sight—name- 
ly: the merging of all cotton mills, and the 
placing of them under one control. One Ohar- 
lotte manufacturer is authority for the state- 
ment that plans already are on foot toward 
this end, with the well known “ Duke” in- 


terests behind the movement. 

“This will mean,”’ he said, “ that during hard 
times and money panics, the industry will have 
plenty of capital on which to draw, and can keep 
the mills running, where under existing conditions 
and lack of business, the mills are forced to close 
down for lack of ready money with which to con- 
tinue in operation. 

‘‘In my opinion, not only will the Duke Interests 
contro} the cotton mills but many of the other im- 
portant industries as well. They already own 
extensive power rights and are not only running 
mills but are operating rallwaye and furnishing 
light and heat for many of the towns in the south. 
The raw material is close to the south and with 
the wide knowledge the Duke interests already 
have as to the proper methods in securing export 
trade, there is no doubt whatever that the cotton 
goods manufacturing end in the south will be de- 
velope enormous extent.’”’

GARY HAS NEW BIG INDUSTRY. 


United States Steel Corporation Opens 
Coke Ovens—Cost $8,500,000, 
Will Use 830 Men. 


Jary, Ind., April 11.—[{Special.}—The Unit- 
ed States Stee! cerporation’s fourth industry 
was formally placed in operation tonight at 
7 o'clock, when the first coke was produced 
at the new coke ovens, built at a cost of 
$8,500,000. A force of 830 men will be re- 
quired to operate the ovens, which are 560 
in number. 

With the placing of these ovens in opeéra- 
tion the stee) corporation's western plants at 
Gary, Joliet, South Chicago, and Milwaukee 
and other points will not have to secure their 
blast furnace coke from the Pennsylvania 
fields. 

Besides the byproducts the Gary ovens wil} 
produce 2,500,000 tons of coke annually, and 
7,000 tons of bituminous coal will be con- 
sumed daily.

Expenditures aggregating 838.500 000 for im- 
provements and new equipment heave been 
authorized by the Dlinois Centra! railroad 
since Charles H. Markham became president 
early in the year and will be carried to com- 
pletion during 1911. Many pians have been 
worked out under the direction of Vice Presi- 
dent W. L. Park during the last year, and the 
Illinois Central is now making arrangements 
to proceed with important improvement work 
in directions In which the road has been in- 
active since 1907. 

Completion of the double track line to New 
Orleans is one of the most important features

is to be expended in bulldng the second track 
from New Orleans to Pontchatoula, La, 
forty-elght miles, which represents the last 
stretch of single track main line from Chi- 
cago south, and in rectifying the grades be- 
tween McComb City, Miss., and New Orleans, 
a distance of 105 miles. This work has re 
cently been started and Chief Engineer Bald- 
win is now on the ground in charge.
